Britain Urged To Open 1,200,000 Acres To Jews

LONDON—A renewed appeal to the British 
Government to open the Negev Valley for Jewish 
development, in order to partially solve the prob- 
lem of Jewish and non-Jewish refugee immigra- 
tion to Palestine, is made today by Cyril Henri- 
ques, expert on the Negev and member of the 
Board of Deputies of British Jews, in an article 
published in The Union, a London monthly. 

Mr. Henriques, who was engineer to the Pales- 
tine Zionist Executive from 1925 to 1928, pojnts 
out that the Negev Valley is sterile only because 
of neglect. The article stresses the vast possibili- 
ties of the region and the willingness of the Jews 
to devote their greatest efforts toward making any 


settlement there a success. 


“The Jewish people have shown that in an 
country only a few miles to 


equally unpromising 






the North they can convert a wilderness to smiling 


fields and fill the countryside with friendly homes. 
They and their fellow refugees from other coun- 
tries, and of other creeds, only ask to be allowed 
to once again bring the services of man to the 
broad acres of land, derelict as a result of ages- 
long neglect,” the articles concludes. 

The project of developing the Negev Valley, an 
area of 1,200,000 acres large, has been broacbed 
many times in recent years and some exploration 
as to irrigation possibilities have been made. 
Experts vary on the feasibility of developing agri- 
culture there. Some, like Mr. Henriques, are sure 
it is possible, while others’ are equally positive 
that the land cannot be used. However, during

Jewish National State 
Essential to Near East 
British Paper Declares

LONDON.—The abolition of the 


White Paper and the establishment 
of a “well based independent Jew- 
ish State in Palestine” is prged by 
the Manchester Guardian, Eng- 
land’s leading liberal paper, in an 
editorial devoted to the situation 
in the Near East. 

“This is essential if we want a 
lasting settlement in the Near 
East,” the editorial points out. It 
draws attention to the fact that 
Palestine and the established policy 
of a Jewish National Home there 
is never mentioned in the state- 
ments which the British Govern- 
ment has been issuing recently on 
matters relating to the Middle 
East. This despite the fact “that 
the future of Palestine is funda- 
mental for any planning in that 
part of the world.” 

“Whitout Palestine there can be 
no settlements,” the article con- 
tinues. It emphasizes that after 
the first World War, the British 
Government gave freedom and 
great possessions to the Arabs, 
while to the Jews it gave “only a 
corner for a Jewish National 
Home.” It, therefore, insists that 
“now we ought to have it clear in 
our minds that any scheme which 
gives still further satisfaction to 
the Arabs, must include justice for 
Palestine.” 

Declaring that the White Paper 
“is neither of legal nor of moral 
validity” the Manchester Guardian 
advances the following demands: 


1. Abandonment of the White 
Paper. 2. Establishment of a 
well-based Independent Jewish 


State, and 3. Grant the Jews the 
right to fight as Jews along the 
same lines as it is granted to Poles 
and Czechs. 

“A Jewish Palestine must be 
established that can live and defend 
itself, and bring home its people 
free from being persecuted in any 
part of the world,” the editorial 
urges.

Perhaps I may be 
able to tell you about my doings 
as you so request, and thereby 
earn the subscription. Should you 
desire any additional specific in- 
formation, let me know. 


To relate my army life from 
the time I left my father, my 
mother and my brother at 1920 
Scott street, Lafayette, on March 
10, until today would take too 
much of my little spare time. How- 
ever, I can tell you that my 
training period began at Camp 
Lee, Va., on March 14, having been 
at the induction center at Fort 
Harrison for three days. On June 
22, I was sent to Camp Livings- 
ton, La., where I arrived on June 
24 and remained until Aug, 2. The 
reason for moving to this camp 
where I am now lies in the fact: 
that the army sales commissary in 
Alexandria, La., is operated 
through this camp, and also be- 
cause we are now only about 7 
miles from town instead of the 14 
miles or so we were when at Camp 
Livingston, So much for my army 
life to date. . 


After being on maneuvers in 
southwestern Louisiana for only 
three days (Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday just past) our outfit was 
ordered back to Camp Beauregard, 
learning that 12 of us are sched- 
uled to begin foreign service (Ice- 
land, etc.) on Aug. 25. Only selec- 
tees volunteering to go will join 
the few regular army men of our 
company, following quite rigid 
physical and mental examinations.

Britons Lay Tobruk’s

LONDON.—The capture of To- 


bruk by the British would have 
been impossible without the help 
of Palestine Jewish volunteers 
serving in the British army, the 
Ministry of Information revealed 
here in a statement on “Jewish 
Soldiers in the Near East.” 

Reviewing the role which Jewish 
volunteers are playing in the 
British military forces in the Near 
East, the statement says: 

“There are now ten thousand 
warriors of Judah in the Jewish 
military effort in Palestine. The 
same number were embodied in the 
Jewish Legion in 1918 but these 
were then recruited from the wohle 
world. The pioneers in Cyrenaica 
have been highly praised by British 
officers. The first Palestine Com- 
pany of the Auxiliary Military 
Pioneer Corps accompanied for- 
ward troops from Sidi Barrani to 
Benghazi.

Well, the unthinkable had happened. Hitler 
, had the earth and was troubled where to go next. 
He had to go. somewhere, for a great army 
couldn’t be allowed to stand still.

: army may ask, What the hell? and give out other 
subversive utterances against the authority and 
welfare of the dictator. A great army never 
} should be allowed to stop and think. 
Besides, Hitler could feel that the conquest of 
ne and the earth was only an ironic sort of victory any- 
week at 4 way. He knew very well that in the universe the 
earth was only like a grain of dust swinging in 
space. This fact was poignantly impressed on him 
on cloudless nights when the multitude of the 
, stars was like the sands of the seashore. The 
» had conquered was no more than 
one of these infinitesmal stars. 
So, Hitler wasn’t in the least as happy as a 
man who had just inherited the earth should be. 
He had taken only one salient of the universe. 
' He could let the people celebrate as if a great 
victory had been won, but in his secret heart he 
knew that only a battle had been won, not a war. 

As long as Mars, Venus, Jupiter, the Moon 
stood defiant in the heavens there was no saying 
that he had won a great victory; to say nothing 
of the challenging sun. The sun was giving heat 
{ and light with an impartial equality that was the 
outdated philosophy of the extinct democracies. 
The sun, in fact, was the last stronghold of the 
’ democratic theory of equal rights for all. It con- 
tinued to give heat and light to peoples who in 
Hitler’s new order had definitely been set aside 
as inferior.

He recalled what he had written in “Mein 
Kampf”: “Having acquired possession of this 
earth, there is a free road for activity in domains 
which lie partly above ,partly outside of it.”

He had abolished the Bible because it was the 
law of the Jewish God and, therefore, subversive 
to the teachings of “Mein Kampf.”

Every morning he had seen the sun rise in ac- 
cordance with the divine laws. It was springtime 
and the roses at Berchtesgaden were giving out 
fragrance in accordance with the divine formula.

The departure of Hitler’s trans-cosmic expedi- 
tionary force was, of course, a great occasion in 
Berlin. Hitler’s own finger pressed the button 
that caused the Trans-Cosmic Transport to hurtle 
out into the universe toward the planet Venus. 

(The Trans-Cosmic Transport was the inven- 
tion of the Nazi physicist, Dr. Nimmergewesen- 
war. It contained everything necessary to sustain 
the lives of the 50,000 soldiers it carried on the 
long journey to Venus. The genius of Dr. Nim- 
mergewesenwar had contrived not only to build 
this vehicle to transport 50,000 men and their 
tanks and guns to the outermost rim of the uni- 
verse; he had also_ discovered food values in the 
atmosphere which the soldiers themselves ex- 
tracted by masks through which they breathed.) 

When the moment came for the transport to be 
hurled into cosmos, Hitler had a speech: Ger- 
many needs room, he said. Germany no longer 
could tolerate being encircled and strangled by 
the planets. Germany which was now the whole 
earth could no longer endure the impudence of 
the Jewish God who long ago had set the planets

ment of the German destiny. Germany must ex- 
pand or perish. 

He said the great victory that had been won 
would not be secure until the menacing planets 
were taken into the Axis and the Jewish God 
reduced to impotence . .. “Our brave troops 
are ready. The Trans-Cosmic Expeditionary 
Force of Greatest Germany stands poised for its 
flight to the planet Venus.” 

(It was Herr Goebbels who had suggested 
Venus as the first goal of the celestial invasion. 
Some of the hierarchy had favored going to Mars, 
but Herr Goebbels stressed the psychological value 
of going to Venus first . . . “Sex appeal, you 
know,” he winked.) 

Hitler raised his hand to press the button which 
by radio control would start the Trans-Cosmic 
Transport on its way. Then his hand dropped.

His face glowed with the inspiration of a sud- 
den idea. Complete as everything had been made 
for the journey, he had forgotten one thing which 
he now remembered.

Have Organizations Replaced The Synagogue? 


[% A forceful editorial spread over two pages 

of the current issue of The National Jew'sh 
Monthly, organ of the B’nai B’rith, Edward E. 
Grusd, editor, makes the point that since 1929 
while other fraternal groups like the Knights of 
Columbus, the Scottish Rite Masons, etc., have 
been losing up to forty per cent of their member- 
ships, the B’nai B’r‘th has actually increased its 
size by 100 per cent. 

This figure is impressive and should bring pride 
to every Jew, all of whom know the good work 
of the order. But it probably is true also of 
every Jewish group of any consequence, excepting 
one, at the same time. Have not Hadassah, 
Junior Hadassah or the Zionist Organization of 
America, realized the same splendid increase in 
membership ? 

That lone exception is the synagogue, and the 


question arises immediately if U. S. Jewry is not. 


replacing the void formerly occupied by syna- 
gogue affiliation in the hearts of their parents 
with organization work. Isn’t it true that a man 
will attend a B’nai B’rith meeting perhaps once 
a month, maybe twice'a month, or a Hadassah 
member will be faithful in attendance at every 
meeting, yet enter the synagogue only once a 
year. 

Is this a healthy situation? 

Where will you find a group of men or women 
so enthusiastic about the synagogue, the central 
pillar of Jewish existence today and at all times, 
that they will conduct mebership drives twice a 
year and work day in and day out for its welfare? 

The question is one that should not be cast aside 
lightly, and The Post will be glad to answer it 
for you. 


Nazis Cannot Be Trusted With Hoover Plan” 


Tae fight of the National Committee on Food 

for the Small Democrac‘es for the operation of 
some plan, at first on an experimental basis, to 
feed the people of nations trampled over by the 
Nazi war machine, has won the support of three 
Indiana rabbis, these joining with fifty-nine other 
American rabbis in a statement supporting the 
aims of the committee, 

The committee, whose honorary chairman is 
Herbert Hoover, has had a rough reception from 
not only U. S. officials, but also at the same time 
from public opinion, which does not concede that 
Hitler is any more to be trusted in the operat’on 
of this hfmanitarian p!an than is his word to be 
taken for more momentous agreements. 

In Paris people receiving food packages from 
abroad, it is reported, are short rationed so that 
in the end, these people benefit not in the least, 
but the supply of the Nazis is increased just that 
much: So that the committee’s declaration that 
its plan would be put on a trial basis and would 
be summarily ended on the least suspicion of 


Nazi deceit, carries no assurance, for in any land 
under Nazi domination, the committee’s agents 
wou!d be like lost children. 


Hitler’s armies marching through these con- 
quered lands definitely destroyed many crops, an 
the loss of the fighting men from the fields to the 
armies of these nations, also had a serious effect 
on the quantity of food. Yet afterwards Hitler’s 
agents sent to Germany every movable foodstuff, 
leaving possibly only enough for the local popula- 
tion to subsist on without being forced into open 
rebellion. 


Rabbis Adolph J. Feinberg of Temple Beth E}, 
Hammond; Maurice Goldblatt, of the Indianapolis 
Hebrew Congregation, and Meyer J. Simon of 
Témple Israel, Lafayette, were moved to append 
their name to the document by every hum- 
sympathy, but the point still remains to be d: 
cided whether the Nazis, not the committee, are 
to be trusted, and thus far even the committee 
would give only one answer to this question. 


Announcement On Palestine In Offing 


N° GREAT political discernment is necessary to 

detect that somewhere in the off'ng is the 
announcement of some sort of plan for a Federa- 
tion of Near East States, probably including 
Palestine, Transjordania, Syria and Lebanon, with 
Palestine as a Jewish National State as envisaged 
in the full sense of the term. 

That this plan is being considered is by this 
time probably beyond denial, since reports from 
completely opposed sources all point to a series 
of political meetings between most of the inter- 
ested parties. 


The latest, but definitely not the most authori- 
tative news of the new plan, comes from a broad- 
cast in Arabic over the Cairo radio station. Th‘s 
report tells of negotiations for the establishment 
of a united administration for the four states. In 
addition representatives of the Yishuv have re- 
cently been making not a few trips to Cairo, while 
David Ben-Gurion is even now in London where 
according to the J. T. A. he was called “to dis- 
cuss urgent political problems concerning the 
Jewish position in Palestine and in the Near 
East.”

Senator Jacob Weiss Praised for Membership 
Work by The New Palestine—One of the most 
outstanding membership achievements in the 
country was that attained by Ind‘anapolis Zion- 
ists in behalf of the President’s ‘Chapter project. 
When the project was first announced, Rabbi 
Elias Charry, president of the district, asked 
Senator Jacob Weiss to undertake the effort in 
Indianapolis. 

After conference with Daniel Frisch and others 
a list of prospective members was drawn up, and 
plans made for personal contact and the holding 
of a series of parlor meetings where there could 
be effective discussion. 

Senator Weiss began with the first list of forty 
names, and invited the men to his home. Twenty- 
one responded, among them several who had 


\ hitherto been unaffiliated with the Zionist move- 


ment. The host explained the purpose of the invi- 
tation and gathering, and following his exposi- 
tion, each of the twenty-one men present en- 


rolled as members of the President’s Chapter. 

Approaching others among the original invitees 
who for one reason or another had not been pres- 
ent, Senator Weiss enrolled nine additional mem- 
bers. 

Senator Weiss declares that what was achieved 
in Indianapolis can be done in any city in the 
country, provided two or three men are willing 
to get together, compile the list, and organize the 
parlor meetings properly. 


Among the Zionists who have been honored 
in this column during recent months Senator 
Weiss may certainly head the list of “Men Who 
Are On the Job.”
